FIELD  WORK 


"And  Jesus,  help  me  to  be  good  to  Pat,— and,  well,  just  help  me  to  be 
good."  The  little  lad  lifted  his  head  and  smiled  at  his  child  evangelism 
teacher.    "I  like  to  talk  to  God,"  he  said. 

Child  evangelism  is  only  one  of  the  various  phases  of  practical  Christian 
work  in  which  over  50%  of  Rockmont  students  are  engaged.  Pastors,  Sun- 
day School  teachers,  Young  People's  leaders,  gospel  teams,  workers  in  hos- 
pitals, the  State  Home  for  Children,  and  the  Denver  Rescue  Mission — all 
have  similar  stories  to  tell. 

In  the  hospital,  tears  of  gratitude  dampen  clean  white  sheets;  in  the 
Sunday  School,  wiggling  boys  and  girls  listen  in  rapt  attention,  and  little 
voices  pray  earnestly  for  unsaved  friends.  Moms  and  Dads;  in  the  mission, 
a  drunken  man  kneels  at  the  feet  of  the  Saviour;  in  the  state  home,  love- 
starved  hearts  grope  eagerly  to  understand  the  love  of  Christ;  in  the  pene- 
tentiary,  a  new  convert  sings  to  a  hushed  audience,  "Nearer  My  God  to 
Thee" — his  new  life  radiating  through  a  sin-scarred  face. 

There  are  difficulties  too:  lack  of  finances,  snow  drifts  closing  in  on 
mountain  Sunday  Schools,  and  above  all,  the  ever-present  forces  of  the 
Prince  of  the  power  of  the  air. 

Nevertheless,  every  field  worker  sincerely  echoes  the  words  of  one  mem- 
ber of  our  hospital  gospel  team: 

"Instead  of  our  giving  them  something,  it  is  they  who  always  give  to  us."

VARSITY 


Due  to  limited  physical  athletic  facilities 
at  the  present  time,  basketball  is  Rock- 
mont's  leading  varsity  sport. 

Participating  in  their  second  year  of  stiff 
collegiate  competition,  the  Rockets  ended 
the  season  with  twelve  victories  in  twenty- 
three  contests. 

Showing  vast  improvement  over  last 
year's  squad,  the  1950  edition  of  the 
Rockets  displayed  excellent  team  spirit, 
clean,  hard  fight  in  participation,  and  a 
calibre  of  sportsmanship  which  drew  the 
plaudits  of  many  of  the  players  and  coaches 
with  whom  they  competed.  Their  never- 
ending  hustle  in  every  game,  whether  win- 
ning or  losing,  provided  the  host  of  faithful 
followers  with  a  brand  of  basketball  which 
was  second  to  none  in  the  Rocky  Mountain 
region. 

Again  the  name  of  Bob  Falk  appears  at 
the  top  of  the  heap,  both  in  scoring  and 
all-around  team  play.  Bob's  total  points 
for  the  entire  twenty-three  ganies  were  422, 
making  his  average  points  per  game  18.3. 
This  is  one  of  the  better  point  averages  in 
the  Rocky  Mountain  region,  and  shows  a 
2.7  per  game  increase  for  Bob  over  his 
1948-1949  average  of  15.6  points  per  game. 
Bob  was  leading  scorer  for  the  Rockets  in 
18  games,  leading  players  of  both  teams 
in  12  of  these  games.  He  scored  30  points 
in  three  games,  28  points  in  one  game,  27 
points  in  one  game,  and  34  points  in  the 
game  against  Barnes  School  of  Commerce, 
thereby  breaking  his  personal,  and  the 
school  scoring  records.  Coach  Witham 
smiles    broadly    when    someone    mentions 


that  "Rapid  Robert"  has  another  year  of 
competition  remaining! 

The  returning  varsity  men,  who  teamed 
with  Bob  Falk  and  who  set  up  the  plays 
which  so  often  shook  Bob  loose  to  score, 
were  veteran  Bud  Lynch,  steady  sopho- 
more guard;  Curt  Krey,  only  senior  on  the 
squad  and  one  of  the  headiest  men  on  any 
team  when  under  fire;  and  "Long  John" 
Osborne,  youthful  sophomore  center,  who 
showed  much  improvement  over  last  year's 
play.  Other  returning  veterans,  who  played 
well  in  relief  rolls,  were  Stan  Mayer  and 
Don  Weitzel,  both  sophomore  guards. 

The  most  promising  new  players,  who 
made  varsity  positions,  were  Marv  Sand- 
berg,  forward,  a  junior  transfer  from  Bob 
Jones,  whose  height  and  fight  made  him 
a  crowd  pleaser;  Tom  Ranum,  guard,  and 
Ted  Winfrey,  forward,  freshmen  with 
plenty  of  basketball  savvy  and  hustle. 

The  prospects  are  bright  for  next  season, 
with  only  Curt  Krey  scheduled  to  graduate. 
This  leaves  Coach  Witham  with  a  fine 
nucleus  of  returning  lettermen  with  which 
to  build  his  team. 

The  future  of  sports  at  Rockmont  is  in- 
deed rosy  when  one  considers  the  top-grade 
coaching  under  Del  Witham,  the  roof-rais- 
ing band,  directed  by  Jesse  Jones,  the  vita- 
min-happy Pep  Club,  and  the  cheering 
horde  of  faithful,  who  always  back  the 
team  through  thick  and  thin. 

God  had  wonderfully  blessed  this  type 
of  testimony  to  hundreds  of  basketball  fans, 
many  of  whom  would  never  receive  such  a 
testimony  if  it  were  not  for  a  Christian 
team  representing  Rockmont.

The  many  students,  who  have  no  time  to 
participate  in  the  long  and  hard  practice 
for  varsity  sports,  find  an  outlet  for  their 
energies  in  the  many  intramural  sports 
available  to  all  students.
